Lumber Associations in Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Tennessee, 
Mississippi and Louisiana Are 
Named -~ Blacklisting Meth- 

ods Are Also Charged to the 


Trust. 


Denver, September 27.—Sensational 
charges that the so-called lumber trust 
completely dominates the lumber trade 
of at least twenty states by maintain- 
ing a spy system, blacklists, divisions 
of. territory and other alleged illegal 
methods cenducted through a central 
a@géncy in Chicago, called the Lumber 
Becretaries’ Bureau of Information, are 
made in an anti-trust suit filed in the 
United Statek court here today by the 
department of justice. 

This is the government’s fourth move 
in a nation-wide fight against the lum- 
ber “trust” in addition to the criminal 
indictments already standing against 
the secretaries of fourteen lumbermen’s 
associations. Anti-trust suits under 
the Sherman law are now pending 
against the Michigan Retail Lumber 
Dealers’ Association and the Hastern 
States Retail Lumber Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, 

Spy System Attacked. 

The Secretaries’ Bureau and the Col- 
grado and Wyoming Lumber Dealers’ 
‘Association are defendants in the action 
filed today. The government asks the 
court to enjoin the bureau from con- 
tinuing espionage upon lumbermen by 
paid spies and circulating “blacklists” 
and other “confidential information.” 
Jt asks that the Colorado and Wyoming 
association.be enjoined from contribut- 
ing to the aid of the bureau, 

‘Lumber dealers’ associations im about’ 
twenty states are named in the bill as 
members of the secretaries’ bureau, 
but are not named as defendants in 
this suit. Fourteen séretaries of va- 
rious lumber associations represented 
in the bureau were indicted recently 
in Chicago under the criminal sections 
of the Sherman law. 

The government charges that the 
operation of the alleged conspiracy be- 
tween the lumbermen and the secre- 
taries’ bureau has eliminated all com- 
petition from the trade of the con- 
sumer, except among reall yards. 

Allegations of Government. 

It is charged that a dealer is pre- 
vented from soliciting or competing 
for business in the territory of another, 
that contracting builders and other 
large consumers are prevented from 
buying at wholesale; that lumber deal- 
ers who have not obeyed the “ethics” 
prescribed by the organization have 
been watched by detectives from, the 
central bureau and their “irregular” 
sales published to other members of 
the association; that they have been 
“blacklisted”’ and have found it diffi- 
cult to continue business. The effect 
of all this, the government alleges, 
has been to fiix prices and restran 
trade. 

The bill is replete with allegations 
of threats and intimidations said to 
have been practiced upon manufac- 
turers, wholesalers and so-called “‘un- 
ethical.” 

Lumber Concerns Involved. 

The government alleges that each 
of the following lumber associations, 
in addition to the Colorado and Wy- 
oming, are represented in the “clear- 
ing house:”

Mississippi and Louis‘:na Retail Lum- 
ber Association, Pennsylvania Lumber 
Dealers’ Association, the Lumbermen's

“Customers’ Lists.” 

“Customers” lists,” made up annually, 
the government charges, designate 
from which manufacturers and whole- 
salers members of the allied aSsocia- 
tians are permitted to buy their su 
Plies. The lumber secretaries bureau, 
acting as the “clearing house,” is al- 
leged to be the medium through which 
the allegtd black. lists, etc., have been 
furnished to all dealers in the com- 
bined associations.~

Following 
Member of Crawford Family 
at New Orleans, Annie Craw- 
ford Confesses to Giving Her 
Sister Morphine. 


New Orleans, September 27.—~In the 


sister, Elise, a pretty stenographer, 
the police took their first step in an 
avowed effort to reveal the woman as 
a modern Lucretia Borgia. 

Miss Crawford tonight admitted to 


her sister, Elise, morphine, but did it 
by mistake, as she intendeg to give her 
calomel and soda; that she stole the 
morphine from the Presbyterian hos- 
pital, and after giving a portion to her 
sister had about two dozen tablets left, 
which she threw away. She said she 
was afraid to call in-the doctor after 
she had discoveed her mistake. 
admitteg also that she and her sister 
did not get along well together, not 
speaking for weeks at a time; that 
she did not like her sister, as she 
(Elise) had not “treated her right.” 

Her confession was written out and 
signed by the prisoner and followed 
a periog of constant grilling and ques- 
tioning by the police since yesterday 
afternoon. Nothing was said in the 
confession concerning the death of the 
mother and father and another sister. 

Three other members of the Craw- 
ford family have died under mysteri- 
ous circumstances within the past fif- 
teen months and Annie Crawford is 
said to have been the beneficiary named 
in the insurance policies on the life of 
each, u 

Elise Crawford -died veadeaty last 
Saturday and under circumstances so 
suspicious that the coroner had the 
contents of the stomach analyzed by 
an expert chemist. The finding of 
traces of morphine was followed by 
the arrest of the sister. The authori- 
ties indicated that the bodies of the 
three other members of the family 
would be exhumed for a similar exam- 
ination. 

District Attorney Adams declined to 
state tonight whether he contemplat- 
ed-charging Annie Crawford with the 
murder of all four members of the 
family, but he dictated the following 
statement to the Associated Press: 

Annie Crawford a Drug Fiend. 
“It was established today that Annie 


Crawford is a drug fiend, and proba- 


bly is addicted .to morphing, It is 
also established that Annie Crawford! 
had access during the past three weeks 
to morphine and was in a position to 
obtain it_in practically any quantity 
during that period. During the indis- 
position of Elise Crawford she bitterly 
complained that her food and dfrink 
were doped. I have~charged Annie 
Crawford with the murder of her sis- 
ter, Elise.’’ 

For five hours today the Crawford 
Woman was under examination by oe 
police. She stoutly maintained her 
nocence, and appeared cool and babel. 
scious throughout. She is alleged to 
have made numerous’ contradictory 
Statements, and when confronted with 
evidence tending to incriminate her 
‘She would declare agaia and again, 
~ *Teain’t so.” 

In one-fifth of._a cupful of the con- 
tenta of Elise Crawford’s stomach Dr. 
A. L. Motz, the city chemist, found 
three and one-half grains of morphine, 
sufficient quantity to kill two persons. 

The first of the Crawford household 
to die was Miss Mary Agnes Crawford, 
sister of the prisoner. Her death oc- 
curred June 25, 1910, suddenly, ~sup- 
rosedly of acute meningitis.’ Three 
weeks later, July 15, 1910, her father 
died, uraemic poisoning being given as 
the cause. After an interval of two 


weeks, or, on July 29, 1910, her mother 


died. In her case uraemic poisoning 
was also given as the cause. 

Annie Crawford, the prisoner, held 
insurance policies on the lives of the 
deceased in the following sums: 

The Life Insurance. 

Walter C. Crawford, father, 
Mrs. Crawford, mother, $409; Mafy 
Agnes Crawford, sister, $300; Elise 
Crawford, gister, $250. She collected 
the insurance in each case except that 
of her sister Elise, payment of which 
was withheld pending receipt of the 
certificate of death. On Monday morn- 
ing following her sisters death, Annie 
made demand on the insurance com- 
pany for the money. On that day she 
also went to the railroad office _where 
‘her sister had been employed as ste- 
nographer and collected $45 due the de- 
cease 7 :

BETTER OUTLOOK

Sy President Hobbs Tells the

Manchester, Vt., September 27.—The

EIGHTH FAVORS CHARTER 
BY A MAJORITY OF 287; 
THIRD STRONG: AGHAST. 


Election Day Was Very Quiet 
All Over the City--Booths Are 
Little Used, Voters Casting 
Ballots Openly--Several Com- 
plaints Are Made to City 
Clerk Taylor -~Statements 
Are Made by the Leaders of 
the Charter and Anti-Charter 
Forces. 


There will be no change, for some 
time at least, in Atlanta's form: of gov- 
ernment. 

By a decisive majority yesterday the 
people of Atlanta put themselves on 
record as preferring to keep the old, 
rather than try a new system, In a 
quiet, orderly election they rejected 
the proposed system. 

Only one ward of the city cast its 
vote in favor of the new' form of gov- 
ernment. In the eighth ward it was 
evident from early in the morning 
that the majority would be for the 
change. The vote was 503 for and 216 
against, a majority of 287. 

Antis Carry Nine Wards. 

In all the other wards the antl- 
charterites’ prevailed, in many of the 
wards piling up overwhelming majori- 
ties. This was especially true in the 
third ward, where the vote was 1,034 
against and 272 for, a total majority 
against the charter of 762. 

Qualified to vote in the election 
were 12,360 Atlantans, Of this number 
7,082 voters came to. the polle and cast. 
their ballota. ; 

Favoring the charter thére were 
2,567 votes and against it there were 
4,965. 

Majority against the charter 1,998. 

In some of the wards it was séen 
from the start that the new system had 
no chance. They were concéedeg to the 
opposition almost. before the polls 
opened, and In some cases there were 
very few charter workers present, pre- 
ferring to concentrate their forces 
where the chances were better. 

Fight in These Wards. 

In the fourth, sixth and seventh the 
voting was fairly, close during the day, 
and while it was conceded late in the 
afternoon that the antis had the fourth 
and the seventh, strong hopes were 
helg out that the sixth would come to 
the ald of the new charter. In all 
three, however, Sthe antis triumphed. 
The fourth was the hardest fought bat. 
tie, the antis winning theer by just 24 
votes.

ITALY MOBILIZES ARMY

Rome, September 27.—It is an- 
nounced that the Turkish steamer 
Derna has arrived at Tripoli with 
soldiers, some arms and supplies 
aboard. The Italian warships had 
no order to capture her. 

The Corriere D'Italia says the 
landing of men and munitions at 
Tripoli by the Turkish steamer Der- 
na constitutes a casus-belll. The 
Italian government, the paper says, 
was awaiting such an act before 
proceeding to the occupation of 
that province 
.. Vienna, September 27.-—~A dispatch 
from Milan says tkrat all railways 
leading to the ports are crowded 
with military trains, loaded down 
with war supplies, Troops des- 
tined for Tripoli are concentrated 
at the ports for embarkation and 
are awaiting completion of their 
equipment, 


Chiasso, Switzerland, on the Italian 
‘Prontter,, September 37.—The tatest’ 
dispatches from Rome indicate that 
Italy is trying to put Turkey on the 
aggressive, in an endeavor to provoke 
an incident which would amount to a 
casus belli, justifying a declaration of 
War or the sudden occupation of 
Tripoli. Turkey ‘s determined not to 
give any such pretext and is ready to 
do almost anything, while the much- 
talked-of Mussulman fanaticism hag 
not as yet manifested itself. 

Italy to Hurry Things. 

The Itallan government is pressed 
by public opinion and by internation- 
al considerations and sees the necessity 
for hurrying things. The first expo- 
dition of 23,000 men will sail, it is 
understood, October 3, and will be fol- 
lowed by a second expedition of 13,- 
000 men, if nothing occurs to change the 
present plans.

the ballots printed and that an equa! 
number for and against the charter 
had .been distributed at the various 
polling places. 

Another complaint was that workers 
against the charter were allowed to 
conduct their crusade inside the poll- 
ing places ando were blocking the way 
of the voters. It wags complained that 
Judge John 8S, Candler was one of 
those who occupied a strategic posl- 
tion inside the polls. Walter Tayior

tween Italy and Turkey is causing 
great uneasiness, especially in Ger- 
meny, which is divided between duty 
jowards its ally, Italy, and the desire 
not to lose the good will of Turkey, 
where Germany has powerful forces 
at work with the object of replacing 
Great Britain commercially. 

In Milan, Rome, Florence and other 
large citics, troops are held in readi- 
ness. Groups of carabineers guard the 
streets and squares, and the outskirts 
are patrolled by cavalry. In the in- 
dustrial towns railway stations are 
cecupied by the military. These plac?s 
are practically in a state of siege. A 
few encounters between manifestants 
and the police and troops have oc- 
curred, but the casualties have been 
few. 

The town authorities everywhers 
have been instructed to do all possible 
to avoid bloodshed, which would com- 
Plicate the international situation with 
serious home troubles. 

Italians Riot Against War. 

’s advices from Rome state 
that the anti-inilitarism demonstrations 
have assumed a grave character in the 
provinces of Ravenna and Forli, Italy, 
where the socialists and republican 

elements predominate. 

A mob after stopping the trains 
which were transporting troops being 
moved in connection with the threaten-J 
ed trouble with Turkey over Tripoli 
stoned the cavalry. The rioters used 
street cars to form barricades in the 
streets. 

At Vigevano, province of Pavia, the 
manifestants paraded, led by a wom- 
an and singing anarchistic songs.

CROWDED AUTO

Paris, September 27.—Eleven persons 
were drowned ang ten others hurt by 
the overturning of an auto bus. into 
the Seine this afternoon. The acci- 
dent occurred about 4:30 o'clock, the 
busiest time of the day. The auto bus, 
with twenty-five passengers, was com- 
ing from the Jardin Des Plantes in the 
direction of the opera. It was half- 
way over the Archeveche bridge lead- 
fram the left bank of the river to 
island immediately behing the ca- 
thedral of Notre Dame.

CLERKS ARE OUT 
ON L C. RAILWAY 


Road Secures Injunction to 
Prevent Interference With 
Nonunion Labor. 


Memphis, Tenn., September 27.—Ap- 
proximately 2,000 clerks and shopmen 
of the Illinois Central employed south 
of the Ohio river are on strike, the 
number being augmented today by the 
walkout of 490 shopmen at New Or- 
leans, This was in addition to the 280 
clerks who went out Monday. At Mem- 
phis, practically all the clerks went out 
and later were followed by the shop- 
men, in all about 1,100 men striking. 


| These, together with the clerks in small- 


er offices who answered the first strike 
call, bring the number to about 32,- 
000. 

No serious violence has occurred at 
any point. To forestall trouble the 
Iilinols Central has obtained temporary 
federal restraining orders at New Or- 
leans and Memphis preventing any one 
interfering with workmen or traffic. 
Seventy strike-breakers have been sent 
into the offices at New Orleans, where 
they are housed, fed and do their work, 
Several are working at Memphig. The 
railroad officials say they will have 
freight, which has been delayed at 
Memphis and New Orleans, moving 
promptly tomorrow. | 

The strike of the shopmen has not 
been authorized, it is stated. It is said 
local conditions had a great deal to 
do with these men striking both at New 
Orleans and Memphis. However, union 
officials at both points gay that they 
would not be surprised should a general 
strike of shopmen of the Illinois Cen- 
tral be called: This would affect ap- 
proximately 16,000 men...

the subject of “conservation and the 
public domain,” 

Secretary Fisher strongly urged the 
leasing of government owned coal 
lands, with particular reference to 
those in Alaska, 

‘T have been in Alaska and British 
Columbia,” he said, “I studied the 
leasing laW in British Columbia. Why 
can't we have the same kind of law? 
It retains the land in the hands of 
the government, it affords a permanent 
return and prevents the exhaustion of 
the land in a few.years. But most 
important of all it prevents the hoard- 
ing of the land and the subsequent 
undevelopment by capitalists.” 

As to the situation today regarding 
government coal lands in the west, Mr. 
Fisher said: 

“IT have learned that there are a lot 
of men who want to gain control of 
the coal lands and hold them. They 
don't want to give the public a chance, 
but want to hoard these lands to they 
will make money for their progeny a 
million years hence.” 


Why Roosevelt Didnt Attend. 

At the afternoon session a letter 
from Theodore Roosevelt to President 
Wallace, expressing regret at being 
unable to be present, was read. Mr. 
Roosevelt said he believed with all his 
heart in conservation, in the move- 
ments against child labor ang the 
white slave traffic, in “every rational

A 
number-of Germans wete attracted by 
the offers of free transportation from 
Europe, and a gift of from 68 to 125 
ecres per family. These people settled 
largely in the southern. states of 
Brazil, Rio de Janeiro, Santa Catharina 
and Sao Paulo.” 

While the re majority of 
the ple have been baptized into 
the man Catholic church, there fs a 
remarkable amount of indifference in 
the country, he says, and spiritualism 
and positivism are making fearful in- 
roads among the people. The poorer, 
untutored classes go in for spiritual- 
ism, and the better educated and more 
advanced citizens are affecting posi- 
tivism.

‘Not Be Dissolved. 


New York, September 27.—Judge El- 
bert H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States tSeel Corporation, in a state- 
ment, declared emphatically that 
no negotiations whatever between 
the Steel Corporation and the 
department of justice had taken place 
looking to the dissolution or disinte- 
gration of the United States Steel Cor- 


poration, 

The statement, which is made pub- 
lic pursuant to unanimous vote of the 
directors of the corporation at a meet- 
ing held this afternoon, is signed by 
J, P. Morgan and Judge Gary, and says: 

“The corporation was organized for 
business reasons and purchased its va- 
rious plants to promote such business 
and not to restrain trade or obtain a 
monopoly. n all its operations, the 
company has scrupulously observed the 
law and recognized the just rights of 
its competitors and the consumers of 
its ‘products. So far as its directors 
are aware, no complaint has ever been 
made against it by either of these in- 
terests. The directors are advised by 
its counsel that its existence ig not 
in violation of the Sherman act, as in- 
terpreted in the recent decision of the 
supreme court. 

“In view of this record and this ad- 
vice, the directors feel that their duty 
to the stockholders, their employees 
and the public requires that they 
should set at rest all rumors. to the 
effect that they are contemplating any 
voluntary dissolution or disintegration 
of the corporatian, or have any belief 
that it is subject to such dissolution 
or disintegration by legal action. We 
believe that the organiaztion is legal 
and that its management is proper. Its 
properties are of immense intrinsic 
value and the corporation is of benefit 
to the public interest.” 

The Probe Will Continue. 

Washington, September 27.—‘“The 
steel trust investigating committee will 
proceed to carry out its program, not- 
withstanding the assurance of Judge 
Gary and J. P. Morgan that the law has 
not becn violated,” said Representa- 
tive Stanley, of Kentucky, chairman of 
the house committee which is probing 
into the steel corporation affairs.

Dumas, Ark., September 27.—Forcing 
their way into the Desha county jail 
here between fifty and one hundred 
men, members of a mob formed so 
quietly that the authorities had not 
the slightest warning, overpowered the 
deputies in charge and took Charles 
Malpass, Sr., white, to a water tank 
and hangea him early today.

The lynching followed a pitched bat- 
tle late yesterday at the,home of Mal- 
pass, in which Sheriff W. D. Preston, 
of this county; Deputy Sheriff Barney 
Stiel and two mulatto sons of Malpass 
were killed and Malpass wounded. 
Malipass’ injuries were at first believed 
to be mortal, but when he was brought 
here and placed in jail his wounds 
were found not to be serious, The wife 
of Charles Malpass, Sr., a negress, and 
Malpass’ younger son, a young mulat- 
to, escaped from the house during the 
fighting. The authorities say they do 
not think the negress ang the boy en- 
gaged in the battle yesterday, and, for 
this reason, it is not thought the two 
will be sought further in connection 
with the affair. The sheriff's -posse 
had gone to the Malpass house to ar- 
rest the two mulatto sons of Malpass.

the membership of the boys’ corn clubs 
of the district, and their friends. 

“When we consider that this corn 
has been produced at a cost per bushel 
of about 30 cents,” says William Brad- 
ford, district agent boys’ corn clubs, 
“and that this means a saving of about

LaGrange, Ga., September 27.—(Spe- 
cial.) Aggravated by the intrusion of 
non-association companies into La- 
Grange territory, the Southeasfern 
Tariff Association, controlling rates on 
all fire insurance companies’ business 
within its territory, has declared war 
on the non-association companies and 
began cutting ‘of fire insurance rates 
on business property here Wednesday. 

The cut of 25 per cent was made on 
rates for business property at the 
start, no rate cut being made on resi- 
dence insurance. The cut will be fol- 
lowed by others later, according to as- 
sertions of the tariff association offi- 
cials. At present an average rate of 
$1.50 per $100 insurance is charged for 
business property. An effort will be 
made to allow the 25 per cent cut on

Tragedy in Church Marks a

Guadalajara, Mexico, September 27.— 
A terrific explosion of rockets and 
bombs in a crowded church hera re- 
sulting in four dead,and fifteen serious- 
ly injured, cast a shadow of gloom 
over the merrymaking attending the 
coming of Madero today. Of thé 
wounded many were so seriously burn- 
ed or trampled in ‘the panic which 
ifollowed that they are believed to have 
been fatlly injured. 

Fifty rockets and 600 bombs had 
been stored in the chapel of Jesus for 
use in celebrating the arrival of the 
sacret image of the Virgin of Zapopan, 
which at this seasun is carried from 
church to church, and is believed to 
have power to effect miraculous cures 
on the faithful.

ed the money over to his trustee in 
bankruptcy. He’ was indicted, put un- 
der bond of $2,500. 

Driven to excessive drinking by his 
business troubles, it ts thoyght that 
he took too much Tuésday afternoon, 
and either died from a ‘ruptured blood 
vessel during a violent vomiting at- 
taek or succumbed dire¢tly to the. ef- 
fects of a large amount of whisky to 
which he was unaccustomed. 

Mr. Mulkey was seen at 10:30 o®%lock

‘However, the Market Closed 
Steady at Net Decline 
One to Six Points. 


New York, September 27.—The cot- 
ton market was nervous and irregular 
today with heavy southern offerings 
‘absorbed .at prices slightly above the 
low records of yesterday, by rather a 
better trade demand and realizing by 
shorts. The close was very steady, but 
at a net decline of 1@6 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 1 point on April, but generally 
1 to 5 points higher on better cables 
than looked for and a continuance of 
yesterday’s late buying movement. Pri- 
vate crop accounts were more favor- 
able, however, the south was a very 
heavy seller around the initial figures, 
and‘ prices soon weakened under these 
offerings and liquidation Py recent 
buyers for a‘reaction. 

Fine weather reports from the south 
helped to strengthen the more opti- 
mistic views as to the probable size of 
the crop, and heavy selling here by 
Memphis was accompanied by rumors 
that the National Ginners’ Association 
made the average condition of the crop 
72.4 per cent, comparing with their 
mid-month report of 68.9 and the end 
of August report of 73.4 which was con- 
sidered a very favorable showing, 45 
indicating far less than the normal 
falling off'for the period. It was also 
rumored that early returns indicated a 
very bearish ginning report next week, 
and before the decline from the initial 
figures was checked, the market had 
sola off to a net loss of from 12 to 
15 points or to within some 3 or 4 
points of yesterday's low pecan ee. There 
was a £004 trade demand on this break, 
and the market rallied several points 
from the lowest in the later trading on 
buying by spot houses and covering of 
shorts. Reports that the Moroccan dis-

Day of Confusion on the Ney 
York Stock Exchange 


United States Steel Showed 
Heaviest Loss---Fluctuations 
Very Wide and Transactions 
Heaviest for Long Time. 
How Prices Melted Away. 


New York, September 27.—Confusion 
prevailed throughout today’s trading in 
the stock exchange. Fluctuations were 
wider than at any previous time. dur- 
ing the turbulent sessions of the last 
few weeks. The range of prices of 
leading stocks, in gome cases, reached 
six points. Not for many years pre- 
viously, aside from times of panic, have 
such fluctuations occurred within a 
Single session. Total sales of stocks 
were 1,726,500 shates—by far ‘the 
largest of the year. Dealings in United 
States Steel eclipsed last Friday's rec- 
ord, reaching 721,800 shares, the high- 
est number of shares of this stock ever 
traded in one day. Transactions in 
Reading and Union Pacific also were 
abnormally heavy, reaching 198,700 
shares in the case of the former stock, 
and 279,500 for the latter. On the 
strength of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration’s statement that it would not 
dissolve voluntarily, prices were car- 
ried up’ violently at the outset, gains 
in some cases amounting to five points. 
The market soon gave way. Under 
the influence of a series of severe at- 
tacks its gains were lost, and at the 
close some of the leading issues were 
two points or more below the previous 
day’s final range. 

The statement of the United States 
Steel Corporation proved as ineffe-t- 
ive in staying the tide of selling as 
that of Attorney General Wickersham. 
Although the statement effectively put 
at rest the report on which the heavy 
decline in stocks of the corporation 
were baged, Wall] street refused to ac- 
cept it as sufficient reason for over- 
coming its nervousness. The immedi- 
ate effect of the statement wae a 
stampede of the short interest. Before 
the opening here, prices were marked 
up in London, and when trading be- 
gan in this market, the volume of busi- 
ness was almost without a precedent. 
Within the first fifteen minutes more 
than 190,000 shares of United States 
Steel were traded in. At the end of 
half an hour, the total had grown to 
276,000. The opening was a *“'*rk of 
38,000 shares at 59% to 62, a maxi- 
mum gain of 5%. Transactions were 
by the thousands of shares, individ- 
ual sales running up to 7,500. The 
preferred stock gained more than five

While his business centered 
in Chicago, he paid the manufacturing 
companies tn the east, chiefly in Prov- 
‘idence, hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars annually for thecheap jewels 
wh he distrubuted.

Business in false gems finally became 
dull, and Goldsoll, who had started to 
invade Canada with stores, started for 
England to recuperate his fortune. Be- 
fore leaving he borrowed the money 
for which suit was brought yesterday 
by his cousin, giving stock of his com- 
}pany as securities. The company falli- 
ed soon afterwards.

|PASTE DIAMOND KING 


SUED FOR LARGE SUM 


Went 
Broke He Owed Over 
$500,060. 


Chicago, September 27.—Louis Gold- 
soll, the one-time “paste diamond 
king,” who operated a hundred stores 
in various cities in which every sort 
of cheap gem was sold, and who is 
said to have left the country in 1906 
owing creditors nearly $500,000, re- 
turned to Chicago yesterday. As he 
finished his first meal, Bailiff Scott, of 
the municipal court, served notice on 
him that he had been sued for $44,375 
on a note held by M. Myron Goldsoll, 
a cousin, 

Goldsoll’s career as a gem mnarchant 
covered the United States, Canada, 
England, Constantinople, Cuba and Ar- 
gentina. While his business centered 
in Chicago, he paid the manufacturing 
companies tn the east, chiefly in Prov- 
idence, hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars annually for thecheap jewels 
which he distrubuted. 

Goldsol] started stores in many 
cities, and finally his “string” reached 
from New York to San Francisco. 
Business in false gems finally became 
dull, and Goldsoll, who had started to 
invade Canada with stores, started for 
England to recuperate his fortune. Be- 
fore leaving he borrowed the money 
for which suit was brought yesterday 
by his cousin, giving stock of his com- 
/pany as securities. The company fail- 
ed soon afterwards.

Memphis, Tenn., September 27.—Tv 
the strains of the fife and drum, 5600 
veterans of the blue and gray marched 
with arms linked through the streets 
of Memphis tonight, bunting-bedecked 
and gaily illuminated in their honor.

Second Precinct. 

There was never any rush in the sec- 
ond precinct of the second ward dur- 
ing the day.

The voting was comparatively light 
for the second, and never at any time 
were there more than fifteen or twen- 
ty voters in the polling place. The 
scenes around the voting places were 
free from incident, and were probably 
the quietest of any election ever held in 
the city. 

THIRD WARD. 


It was evident very early in the 
day that the third ward would give a 
large majority against the new char- 
ter. The trend of the voting was 
easily ascertained as every one ig- 
nored the booths and voted an open 
ballot. 

At the precinct on East Fair street, 

near South Boulevard, the voting was 
slow until midday, and late in the 
afternoon. At this place the charter 
received very few votes. There was 
not @ man present working for the 
charter, while the other side had a 
number of representatives. 
At the precinct on Hunter and Fra- 
ser streets, the voting was very lively 
all day. Several rsons kept tab, 
for all they had to do was to watch 
the voters pick up the ballots from a 
table. Nobody seemed to care about 
voting secretly. When the first 300 
votes had been cast at 9 o’clock there 
had been polled only sixty-one for the 
charter. 

Object to City Employee as Clerk. 

“Sledge” Collier, the city tax in- 
vestigator, acted as clerk at this poll 
up to 2 o'clock, and retired, as objec- 
tions had been made to his holding 
such a position. It was claimed that 
the mayor had stated that Mr. Collier 
should not serve as clerk. 

Mr. Collier stated that he only tried 
to help out because no other clerk 
could be found.

Referring to the Underwood bill, Mr. 
Hobbs said. it was “drawn up and pass- 
ed by the house without giving the 
cotton manufacturers a chance to be 
heard, a hitherto unknown proceeding. | 
Fortunately for the welfare of the in- 
dustry and the country at large, Presi- 
dent Taft vetoed this hasty and ill- 
advised legislation which would have 
caused suffering and ruin to millions 
of people dependent cn a great nation-| 
al industry,” he continued, 

Capitalization of Cotton Mills. 

Discussing the question of capitali- 
zation of cotton mill properties, Presi- 
dent Hobbs took up a charge of over- 
capitalization made by Senator Bristow, 
of Kansas, and after presenting tabu- 
lated figures, said: 

“The 89 mills in the table are actual- 
ly capitalized for $100,766,000 and op- 
erate 9,477,599 spindles at an average 
capitalization of $10.63 per spindle. The 
figures show that instead of being, as 
claimed, enormously over-capitalized, 
the reveise is true and that the actual 
replacement valuation of these mills 
is $186,916,934 or an under capitaliza- 
tion of $86,150,634. The average capi- 
talization per spindle is $10.63 against 
a replacement value of $19.72 per spin- 
dle as figured from the table. 

“If the mills included in the table 
were capitalized at the replacement 
values in the table, it would be neces- 
sary to add'to the outstanding capital 
stock $86,150,634, or,-in round numbers, 
85 per centum to the present issues of 
stock. The facts are, therefore, that, 
instead of being overcaptiaHZed, these 
ew England mills are capitalized at 
about 54 per centum only of their re- 
placement values. 

“These figures, of course, account 
of quick assets, good will or any oth- 
er assets than valuation of plant, while 
these other assets in many instances 
are of great additional value. It aS, 
therefore, clearly shown that most o 
the mills in New England really mis- 
represent their actual condition, mis- 
lead the public and give political agi- 
tators a chance to talk, by this un- 
fortunate condition of undercanitaliza- 
tion, and apparently high Aividends. 
Mill shares in New England, as a 
whole, pay about 25 per centum only 
on the replacement values, and replace- 
ment values under normal conditiuns 
are about market values.
